The striking change that took place 
in the military situation, when the 
initiative passed from Ludendorff to 
Foch, is illustrated by these pictures.

It is seldom that in the heat of 


battle the men serving the great 
guns are able to see the mark at 
which they are firing.

HE comparative quiet that has 
. prevailed for some time on the 
Belgian front was broken on 
Sept. 28 by a powerful Belgian offen- 
sive that in a short -time produced 
sensational results. The drive was 
made in the direction of Roulers, 
one of the most important German 
bases in Belgium. The Belgian Army 
in the center, under the command of 
King Albert, was supported on the 
right by the Second British Army 
under General Plumer and on the 
left by French troops. 
The first assault was irresistible 
and the German troops gave way 
everywhere. In six days the Allies 


had gained all of the Flanders ridge 
and had advanced nine miles on.a 
front of twenty-five miles, reaching 


' the River Lys between Armentieres 
and Wervicq; 10,500 prisoners had 


been taken, together with 350 guns 
and 600 machine guns. The German 
threat against Ypres and Dixmude 
had been removed and all of the ene- 
my line in that section was in re- 
treat. 

The strategic result of the Belgian 
offensive, if fully maintained, must 
be the evacuation of the Belgian sea 
coast around Ostend and Zeebrugge 
which have been of importance to 
the Germans as submarine bases.

The Hedjaz 
Arabs, Now 
Fighting on Side 
of the Allies 
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In published accounts of the victo- 
rious campaign of the allied forces in 
Palestine under General Allenby, 
which up to date has resulted in the 
capture or dispersion of three Turkish 
armies and the taking of Damascus, 
frequent mention has been made of 
the part taken by the Hedjaz Arabs 
in brilliant cavalry actions. 

Hedjaz is or was an important Ara- 
bian province, which, after four hun- 
dred years of Ottoman misrule, re- 
cently declared its independence and 
ranged itself on the side of the Allies. 
The act indicated the grievous blun- 
der of German diplomacy, which 
counted on a holy war which would 
commit all Mohammedans, including . 
those of Egypt and India, to the cause 
of the Central Powers. 

The newly created kingdom has 
vaguely defined boundaries, but 
roughly speaking it lies along the 
eastern shore of the Red Sea, extend- 
ing inland for a distance varying from 
sixty to a hundred and fifty miles. 
Its soil is sterile, and its products fur- 
nish only a scant subsistence for its

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population. Its importance consists 
in the fact that it lies in the caravan 
route to the holy cities of Mecca and 
Medina, which are located in the 
southern part of the province.

The military qualities of the Hedjaz 
Arab are of the best. Like his blood 
brother of the Sudan, he justifies 
Kipling’s tribute as a “first-class 
fighting man.”” Naturally he was not 
used to European methods of war- 
fare, and would doubtless have pre- 
ferred his own. But the French and 
British, guided by their rare tact in 
dealing with Oriental peoples, have 
known how to provide him with 
modern weapons and military train- 
ing without robbing him of the dash 
and fire that stir in his blood.

corps, as shown in one of the accom- 
panying pictures, but it is in the cav- 
alry that they have rendered the most 
important service. Superbly mounted 
and inimitable horsemen, they have 
contributed largely to the success of 
the operations in Palestine. They 
were prominent in the rapid dash that 
closed the fords of the Jordan to the 
fleeing Turkish troops. In the taking 
of Ama’n they played an important 
part, and they were among the first 
to enter Damascus when that oldest 
inhabited city of the world fell.

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The frequent air raids made 
by the Germans on Paris led to 
the installation of raid alarm 
sirens of marked ingenuity and 
great range of sound. The more 
powerful are operated by electric 
turbines with  bell-mouthed 
“horns” or “pavillons,” grouped 
in sixes in the larger sirens. The 
Paris firemen have specially de- 
signed traveling sirens, mount- 
ed on vehicles. The watch 
kept for air raiders is so alert and 
the signal service has reached 
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Herbert C. Hoowr, Food Adminis- 
trator, recipient of signal honors 
from Belgium.
